Another year has just passed and 
again eye injuries were our most frequent 
cases to the doctor. Your eyes are your 
most valuable asset, why take chances 
with them?

They 
laid him out on the table under the light 
and in a few minutes the doctor held in 
his hand six slivers of glass a half inch 
long he had taken out of that eye. The 
doctor said he was surely lucky, that 
there was only a slight cut on the eye- 
ball and the soreness would soon go 
away. 

In the past few weeks we have had 
several cases of broken glasses in the 
shop and stock room. Each is a potential 
serious injury. Fortunately, there is an 
amazingly practical solution. We are 
able to secure a complete pair of safety 
glasses ground to your own prescription, 
frame and all, in a handsome case, for 
only about $5.00. The exact cost depends 
upon your individual prescription.  Bi- 
focals run $2.00 more.

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YOUR AUTO LICENSE 


Have you renewed your auto license? 
The deadline is February 4. 

Simply mail your Registration Card to 
the Department of Motor Vehicles, Sacra- 
mento, together with a check or money 
order to the Department or the amount 
of your 1944 fee. If the 1944 fee is not 
shown, pay the total of the Registration 
and License Fees for last year. If you 
purchased the car in 1943 these amounts 
will not be shown. In that case all gaso- 
line service stations have been furnished 
with charts from which the proper fees 
may easily be determined. 

If you have paid off the Legal Owner 
you should attach also the Certificate of 
Ownership (pink slip) so that the mort- 
gagee may be eliminated. The fee for 
ihis release is one dollar. Your signature 
is not necessary for the release of the 
Legal Owner. 

Be sure that your correct address and 
zone number are siated on the slip you 
send in. The Department in due time 
will mail to you your 1944 license sticker 
and Registration Card.

I attended a meeting of some three 
undred Transportation Committee Chair- 
men this week to listen to Charles E. 
Phillips, head of the Office of Price Ad- 
zinistration, who made a special trip 
rom Washington, D. C., to clarify the 
asoline and tire situation in the West. 
tr. Phillips was distinctly pessimistic in 
is remarks and predictions. 

A few highlights in his talk follow: 


“All the gasoline being used in the 
South Pacific war area is being supplied 
solely by Southern California. There is 
nO gasoline or oil in Oregon, Washington 
r any of the other far western states. As 
we approach the peak of operations 
xqainst Japan, the Army and Navy will 
tke still MORE gasoline and civilians 


: get less.

The maximum amount of gas allowed 
q O.P.A. for Southern California is 


34,000 barrels a day. Last July con- 
sumption increased to 166,000 barrels a 
; re ed 
day, due io the upswing in summer driv- 

g. This will not be permitted THIS 
ear. The result will be a diminished 
quota for every driver. Let's not kid 
ourselves.

One morning Mr. Ickes called me on the 
ohone and said: “Fourteen tankers were 
sunk in the Atlantic last night. We'll have 
lo cut the gas ration on the Atlantic sea- 
board drastically TOMORROW”. Nov 
you don't face that kind of a situation out 
here BUT my associate and myself visited 
a number of large parking lots in this 
neighborhood yesterday, and walking be- 
tween a long row of cars we observed 
that out of 17 cars, 10 of them had no 
gasoline stickers on their windshields. 
There is a closer correlation between the 
black market and cars WITHOUT stick- 
ers than there is between the black 
market and cars with stickers.

We are not licking the “carry riders” 

roblem. A survey made in San Fran- 
cisco by an outside research organiza- 
tion, showed that in 1940 passenger cars 
were carrying 1.7 riders. Today that 
figure has risen only two tenths of one 
Percent. This means that in California 
this summer there will be a severe gaso- 
line drouth unless drivers make up their 
minds to carry passengers.
